10 PER CENT TAKE. 

OLONEL WINN has at last achieved his 
¢ heart’s desire. He has permission from the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission to take 10 
per cent commission on the pari-mutuel pooling 
at Latonia, the only track to operate in this 
State this autumn after the Dade Park meeting, 
which is opening Saturday of this week. 

Nearly two decades ago, 
posed at a meeting of the Directors of the Ken- 
tucky Association, which was held in the private 
office of Garret D. Wilson’s livery stable on 
Main Street in Lexington, that at the Lexington 
spring meeting 10 per cent be taken, which was 
to say that the commission would be doubled. 

The directors agreed that the matter would 
be secret and that the change would be quietly 
instituted. That was in the days of Col. E. F. 
Clay’s Chairmanship and Col. Milton Young’s 
Vice-Chairmanship of the State Racing Com- 
mission. In some manner the action was re- 
ported to Colonel Young. He communicated 
with Colonel Clay. A meeting of the Commission 
was held and a rule limiting the take to 5 per 
cent was introduced and then was passed at a 
meeting prior to the beginning of racing that 
spring. 

At that time, there was no Kentucky Jockey 
Club and the American Turf Association as the 
successor of the Kentucky Jockey Club had not 
been thought of. The State Racing Commission 
of that day controlled and regulated the race 
tracks, but the State Racing Commission of to- 
day is controlled and regulated by the race 
tracks. That is the difference, and that is one 
reason why the race tracks are to remain “dark” 
at two points in Kentucky this autumn. 

It is also a reason why Colonel Winn has been 
able to achieve this 10 per cent goal for which 
he has so long been striving, and which THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, as also The Louisville Times and 
other publications, believes will not work out so 
successfully as Colonel Winn hopes it will. 

It stands to reason that the people who wager 
regularly will not pay 10 per cent for the 
privilege in Kentucky when they can go to 
Maryland, Canada and Illinois and get their 
betting for 314 to 4 per cent less. 

This latest action on the part of the State

Racing Commission is  emether reason why there 
should be a change in the personnel of the Com- 


. mission and why the people who want to pre- 


serve the sport from ruin in this State should 
not support a candidate for Governor who does 
not convince them that he will appoint men 
fair to all concerned with breeding and racing. 


THE YEARLINGS. 

HIS issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE will be off the 
7 press before any of the yearlings at Sara- 
toga are sold, the first of the youngsters coming 
under the hammer on Tuesday evening, the 
llth, so we now haven’t a chance to advise 
breeders whether the initial vendues were up to 
expectations of the breeders or otherwise. 

We have had several breeders tell us during the 
past week that in making a forecast for a gen- 
eral average of approximately $2,000 at Saratoga 
we are considerably out of line. We find a few 
of the smaller breeders exceedingly gloomy, so 
much so, in fact, that they do not believe the 
general average is to be more than $1,000. 

To such as these the world evidently is as 
dark as a total eclipse. We most decidedly 
cannot see it that way. We know that this is 
no year in which to expect good prices for 
mediocre yearlings, nor to expect anything more 
than a carter’s price for the weedy individual. 

We know that the breeders in Kentucky are 
sending the best of their crops to Saratoga, and 
we are hoping that the same has been done by 
the breeders in Virginia and other states. We 
know that there always has been a good market 
for the best in every part of the world, even in 
the direst of periods, so, looking to the past for 
judgment of the future, we must stand on’ our 
belief that the general average will be approxi- 
mately $2,000. If it is more, we shall be happy, 
as we know the breeders generally will be, and if 
it is less, we will be regretful and will offer our 
condolences to and weep with the pessimists. 

Representatives of THE BLOOD-HORSE have this 
year inspected the yearlings more minutely and 
more generally than has been our custom here- 
tofore, and we have noted that, notwithstanding 
the severe drought of last year, the youngsters 
seem, as a whole, to be better grown and to 
have better bone and better feet and legs than 
for several years back. Just why this is so 
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we do not know, but at each farm the record is: 
about the same and is a matter for comment 
by the men in charge. 

Another thing we have noted is that the 
youngsters are less beefy than was the case last 
year, and there is more firmness of flesh and 
better muscles. We do not believe there has 
been as much stall-feeding and keeping up for 
fattening as heretofore. We believe that this 
crop of yearlings, as a consequence of these 
things, regardless of how much or how little 
they bring, will turn out generally better horses 
than for several years past. 


MEANNESS. 
OMEBODY sent THE BLOOD-HORSE a copy of 
The Tampa Morning Tribune (Tampa, Flor- 
ida) of July 11 in which appeared the following 
under the general caption “As Tribune Readers 
See It:” 


“RACING” TOURISTS 
ARCADIA.—I was born, reared and lived 64 
years within 12 miles of Lexington, Ky., the home 

of the Thoroughbred and the hotbed of horse rac- 

ing, and know a few things about that kind of 

business. During the races there, one can visit 
the Phoenix, Lafayette, old Reed, or any other of 
the hotels there, and he will find the lobbies filled 

to overflowing with red-nosed, bull-necked men 

and hard-boiled, daubed and painted women, el- 

bowing themselves here and there, the men sport- 
ing bulging paunches, huge watch fobs and spark- 
ling diamonds, while the women strut around in 
dresses designed to excite unfavorable comment, 
with costly jewels flashing from every point of 
view, both fore and aft. Everywhere there is the 
odor of the old barroom liquor and tobacco smoke. 

On every hand conversation reeks with profanity, 

blear eyed men and bedraggled women engage in 

heated arguments with the ever present “I'll bet 
yer two to one,” the whole bunch totally void of 
any evidence of culture or refinement, or even of 
decency. And this is the brand of tourists that 
our brilliant Legislature passed a special law for, 
legalizing horse racing and consequent gambling.

On the margin of the paper the sender wrote: 
“We left Lexington, Ky., September, 1924. Who 
is this man? Can’t you publish an answer 
through The Tribune, also your paper and send 
us a copy? It is an insult to Lexington and 
Kentucky, the dearest State in the Union.’ The 
paper seems to have been sent from Lakeside, Fla.

A BIT 0’ BARNUM? 

N the current issue of The New York Press ap- 

pears a dispatch or letter from Joe Grossman 
at Agua Caliente saying that “James N. Crofton 
thinks there is a chance of Mate and Twenty 
Grand coming out for the next $100,000 Agua 
Caliente Handicap.” We think James N. Crofton 
is just doing a bit o’ Barnum. The famous show- 
man had a way of having the “big spread’ made 
away ahead for the benefit that he would get out 
of the folks he called “‘suckers.”’ There are other 
“race track magnates” like that, too. 

We think The World Telegram (New York) 
was nearer right about where Mate will be next 
March when it published a story of A. C. Bost- 
wick’s intention to send the son of Prince Pal 
Killashandra over in December to Ivor Anthony 
at Wroughton, England, to be pointed for the 
Ascot Gold Cup of 1932. 

As to Twenty Grand, we hear that it is not 
unlikely that he will winter at Greentree Farm. 

Meanwhile one of the Agua Caliente press 
agents is sending out a story that the former 
King Alfonso of Spain is to be one of the visitors 
to the Hot Water track next winter. Well, let 
us hope that may prove true. 


THE TIME TO BUY BLOODSTOCK 


HE following is reproduced from Truth (Lon- 

don) because it is pertinent to the situation in 
America, though in not so marked degree: 
“Apropos of the sales of bloodstock at New- 
market this week, I am continually meeting peo- 
ple according to whom the breeding industry is 
doomed. Far from agreeing with them, this, in 
my opinion, is the time to buy, for better days 
are sure to come, and that sooner than a good 
many people seem to think. There is no doubt 
that in these days of financial unrest and un- 
certainty and widespread depression in business 
and commercial circles, there is, perhaps, less 
activity than usual in the bloodstock market, but 
I do not think for a moment that this state of 
affairs lends support to the theory that interest 
in racing and breeding is waning. Breeders can- 
not well expect to escape the consequences of the 
prevailing depression in the general business of 
the country, but I venture to repeat that, as far 
as my judgment may serve, now is the time to 
buy, and it is, I think, distinctly encouraging that. 
through it all, foreign breeders are anxious to 
secure really well bred British bloodstock. At 
the same time we must, I am afraid, be pre- 
pared to admit that the enormous prices paid for 
bloodstock when everything was booming will not 
be forthcoming, certainly not in the immediate 
future, and breeders who came in at the top of 
the boom will no doubt have to consider the ad- 
Visability of cutting their losses. What I rather 
have in mind at the moment is that, taking for 
instance a broodmare for whom 10,000 sovereigns 
had been paid it would be impossible to put a 
yearling out of her by a sire standing at 400 or 
500 guineas in the market at anything under 
2,500 guineas, and even at that price there would 
be little or no margin of profit if other contin- 
gencies such as the possibility of barrenness were 
taken into consideration.” 


CLAIBORNE STUD YEARLINGS 


OR all of 10 years, it has been the custom of 

the writer to go over from Lexington to Paris 
and out to Claiborne Stud with Arthur Boyd 
Hancock to make a just-before-shipping inspec- 
tion of yearlings for the Saratoga market. Each 
year progress in the production of Thoroughbred 
colts and fillies has been noted, and each year 
there have been successes in the contests on the 
Turf to attract attention to this establishment 
and the older establishment, Ellerslie Stud in Vir- 
ginia. 

This is due to what has come to be known as 
the Hancock policy, which is, as he has expressed 
it, “to use stallions that have been noted for 
speed, weight carrying ability, stamina, good con- 
stitutions and good individuality, whose sires 
have come down from male lines that have been 
successful for generations and whose dams have 
also sprung from families renowned for produc- 
ing sires,’ and further to require that “the ma- 
jority of the stallions in the first four or five 
removes have been successful in the stud.” Mr. 
Hancock's policy does not stop with the stallions. 
In the matter of mares, he has selected, as he 
puts it, “those whose immediate female ancestors 
have been good producers and whose female lines 
have constantly given to the Turf stakes winners 
of high class.” 

How well this policy has worked out may be 
better understood when it is related that the 
progeny of stallions standing at Ellerslie and 
Claiborne Studs from time of establishment to 
the end of 1930 had won $9,462,064, and by the 
end of the present year it is a fair guess to say 
that it may be over $10,000,000. 


Mr. Hancock isn’t expecting as much money 
for this crop as he got last year, because he re- 
alizes the effect of the depression on the pocket- 
books of those who have been attending the sales 
at Saratoga, but he concurred in the expression 
of the writer at the conclusion of the inspection 
on Wednesday afternoon of last week that, tak- 
ing them by and large, as the saying goes, this 
is perhaps the best consignment of colts and 
fillies ever shipped out from Claiborne Stud, and 
the sarne is true of the consignment from Ellers- 
lie, which the writer saw and wrote of for THE 
BLoop-HORSE in June. 


THE *SIR GALLAHAD IIT GRouP 


There are nine (five fillies and four colts) by 
*Sir Gallahad III in the Claiborne Stud consign- 
ment. They are all bays, and all show resem- 
blance to their sire. The colts are: brother to 
Lady Teddy from Embassy (dam of the stakes 
winner Voltaic and winners Pro-Consul and Con- 
stance), by *Ambassador IV, third dam Sceptre; 
half-brother to Tarzan from Fasnet (winning sis- 
ter to Blazes), by *Wrack; half-brother to Dr. 
Freeland’s dam from Fox Trot (dam of the win- 
ners Red Weed, Indian Dance and Foxim), by 
*Star Shoot, third dam Colin’s dam; half-brother 
to Fair Rosalind and Town Talk from *Mona- 
chia (sister to the stakes winner Gleneskaki), by 
Glenesky, next dam Simona, by Melton. 

The fillies are: Lotus from Cotton Blossom 
(stakes winner and half-sister to the stakes win- 
ner Wax Lady), by Luke McLuke; half-sister to 
the stakes winners Golden Rule and The Poet 
from *Golding (winner and also dam of Alloy, 
Golden Fair and Golden West), by Flint Rock 
out of Golden View (winner, dam of Rock View, 
sister to Fair Play and half-sister to Friar Rock), 
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by Hastings out of *Fairy Gold; half-sister to 
Homelike from Hurry Home (half-sister to Busy 
American, Resting Time, Royal Light, The Tat- 
tler and Sun Hawk), by *Omar Khayyam out of 
*Breathing Spell, by Dark Ronald; half-sister to 
Chouette and Perjury from *Peroration (half- 
sister to Porus and *Politian), by Clarissimus 
out of Rhetoric, by Cyllene, and sister to Gala- 
day from *Sunstep (dam of Promotion, Sun Spot 
and Ommiad), by Sunstar out of Ascenseur, by 
Eager. 


The get of *Sir Gallahad III have not indicated 
that they are keen for racing as 2-year-olds, but 
they surely do command respect from all comers 
after that. This writer did not see the nine of 
his get standing together, which will be possible 
when they reach the show yard assigned to them 
in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s paddocks on Mad- 
ison Avenue, Saratoga. It surely would be a 
show worth seeing, and should be arranged some 
fine morning when the attendance would jusify it. 

It is easy to say that the Golding filly, with her 
magnificent appearance and her wonderful cre- 
dentials, will outsell the fillies, but it is not so 
easy to select the colt to bring top price of these 
‘Sir Gallahads. They are all what would in the 
race track stable yard be called “corkers’’ or 
“top-holers,” but this writer thinks perhaps the 
selling order as to high price will be Embassy 
colt, Fasnet colt, Fox Trot colt. Both of the 
first mentioned two have the appearance of mak- 
ing not only great race horses, but great stock 
horses as well. 


EIGHT BY STIMULUS 


The get of Stimulus are good lookers and should 
bring nice prices. There are eight of them, 
seven colts (four chestnuts and one bay) and one 
filly, a bay, she being the property of Dr. E. A. 
Caslick, the Claiborne Stud veterinarian. She 
is half-sister to Siwanoy from Straight Shot 
(winning sister to Wrecker and Bullseye), by 
*Wrack. 


The bay brother to Risque from Risky (stakes 
winning sister to *Diapason), by Diadumenos 
out of *Venturesome II, by Sir Martin, is doubt- 
less the choice of the Stimulus colts, but the 
chestnut son of Amble half-sister to Canter, 
Single Foot and Single Step, all stakes winners) 
by *Troutbeck out of Virginia L. (winner, also 
dam of Double Time and sister to five winners), 
by *McGee, and of *Amalette (winning dam of 
Rose Cloud, Jhulpa, Annie Roon and Miss Beryl), 
by St. Amant out of Dondurma, by Isinglass, are 
extra good. So is the chestnut colt, half-brother 
to Auburn, Henna, Red Pate, Seb and Red Iris 
from *Red Hair II, by William Rufus. The 
brother to Miss Morocco and half-brother to 
Miranda and Flying Embers from *La Gioconda, 
by Marco, is a quick one and sure to be in strong 
request. 


The writer couldn’t repress thoughts of the 
success the late James R. Keene had with horses 
bred for him at Castleton by his brother-in-law, 
the late Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield, in just 
such manner of mating. How they did win, those 
runners by Domino and Ben Brush sires out of 
good English dams! 

When Current displayed 
racing, Mr. Hancock returned her dam, *Dark 
Water, to Chatterton’s court and likewise sent 
to that good son of Fair Play several others of 
his better mares. The result is that he has to 
offer at Saratoga seven of his get that are per- 


her brilliancy in 
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haps better than any like number by him. There 
is an attractive sister to Current; an extra good 
half-brother to St. James and Caveat Emptor, 
out of *Bobolink II, by Wilonyx; a good bay colt, 
with a bit of a splint on his off fore cannon bone, 
half-brother to Ormesby and Chelys, out of Che- 
wink, by Celt; an extra good, rich bay colt out 
of Peekaboo (winning half-sister to Brocade, 
Billy Todd and Arras), by *Ambassador IV. 
The other three by Chatterton are the half- 
brother to Ormont and Smoldering, out of *Ban- 
dana III, by *Meddler; the half-sister to Azure, 
out of the winner Deep Blue (sister to the stakes 
winner Teddy R.), by *Wrack, and the filly out 
of Merry Marian (sister to Jocose and _half- 
sister to *Merry Princess), by Celt. 

There is an outstanding colt among the eight 
yearlings by Campfire. It is the chestnut son 
of Barbara Frietchie (winner and own sister to 
Frederickstown and half-sister to Eskimo), by ~ 
Pennant out of Gentlewoman, by *Sain, she out 
of Homespun, by Hanover. His picture appeared 
on the cover of THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week 
ending July 25. He is now even better looking 
than that picture shows him to be. Of the 
others the colt out of Honey Shuck (dam of 
Flossy Hare, Van Jr. and Blanche E.), by Eng- 
lish Lad, and the colt out of Thessaly (stakes 
winning half-sister to Bondage, Georgie and 
Dangerous), by Plaudit, are good and the filly 
out of Ima Baby (winner and dam of Ima 
Dreamer and half-sister to Baby Grand, stakes 
winner of 29 races and sire), by Peter Pan, is 
extra good. She is bred somewhat like Tall 
Timber and Wood Lore and should be in strong 
request when she enters the sales ring. 

The writer was impressed by the two repre- 
Sentatives of Brown Bud in this consignment. 
The son of *Brown Prince II from June Rose, 
by Myram, out of *Pietra is breeding well. The 
bay colt out of Brenda (dam of Brilliant Bud, 
2-year-old winner this year), by *Johren out of 
Charity, by Whisk Broom II, is a late foal and 
not so large as numerous others, but for all of 
that a good one. The other, the dark bay half- 
sister to Pansy Walker, out of *Erne (winner 
and dam also of Yucatan) by White Eagle, is 
an extra good, sensible filly. She looks the part 
of a race mare in every particular. 

Others by which the writer was impressed in- 
cluded the bay colt by Single Foot out of After- 
noon Tea (half-sister to Johanna and Denny 
Cooney), by Tea Caddy out of Hindu Dress, by 
Delhi; chestnut filly (half-sister to Florence B. 
Walker, Kitty Mullally and Helen Buck), by Mad 
Hatter out of Irrawaddy (winning half-sister to 
Hauberk, etc.), by Hilarious out of the good 
mare Druid, by Sir Dixon; bay filly by *Durbar 
II out of Lady Stone (winner of 10 races and 
half-sister to Toro), by Jim Gaffney out of 
*Pietra, by Pietermaritzburg; bay colt (brother 
to Ikard), by *Durbar II--*Mary Maud (stakes 
winner and also dam of The Vintner, Mary 
Johnston, Woodfire and Ben Omar), by Irish 
Lad out of Frizette by Hamburg, and the dark 
bay half-brother to Amara and Be Sure by Aga 
Khan out of *Presanella, by Cyllene. This last 
mentioned colt is bred quite like Captain Cuttle, 
a good horse in English racing now making good 
as a sire in Italy. 

The writer extends his contratulations to Mr. 
Hancock on the progress apparent at Claiborne 
and Ellerslie and wishes for him a good average 
in this slumpy year.

SOMINCO FARMS YEARLINGS TO BE SOLD AT SARATOGA AUGUST 17 


NE of the grandest of yearlings of either sex 

to go under the hammer this August at Sara- 
toga is the brown daughter of *Ambassador IV 
from Grandess, by Cesarion, which son of the 
speedy Faustus (kinsman of Domino) sired the 
dams of a number of stakes winners before he 
was taken by Irving H. Wheatcroft to Australia, 
where his name appears in the pedigrees of win- 
ners. 

A picture of this filly is presented on the front 
page of the cover of this issue of THE BLOOD- 
Horse, but, as good as it is, it does not give full 
conception of her magnificence and, if it can be 
expressed that way, her elegant personality. She 
is a very level-headed, truly sensible filly. When 
she walks she puts her feet down properly and 
has an admirable air of certainty about what 
she is doing. She isn’t the least bit fussy about 
anything, but is at all times alert to what is 
going on about her. 

She has size; splendid bone; the best of feet 
and legs; muscles standing out in the boldness of 
the strength they contain; a fine head; good 


eyes; ears to make one think of Handy Mandy 
and others of the Dark Ronald line as we know 
and admire it over here; neck long enough and 
well set on before sloping shoulders and excel- 
lent withers; great girth about a roomy barrel, 
under a short, stout back, running to a tapering 
rump, above magnificent thighs and quarters. 
This filly was bred and is owned by Rodman 
Meacham, of Hopkinsville, Ky., and is the star 
of his consignment of a dozen head (and this 
dozen head comprises his entire crop), which are 
to go into the Fasig-Tipton Company’s sales ring 
Monday evening, August 17. Now as to this filly’s 
breeding. She has credentials. Her sire, *Am- 
bassador IV, aside from being a good race horse 
in England is the sire over here of St. James, 
Peanuts, Myra Gray, Constancy, Herrick, Priscil- 
la Ruley, Revoke and a host of other winners, in- 
cluding Killashandra, dam of Mate. Bimba is a 
stakes winner for him in England; Peace Cele- 
bration, a stakes winner in India, and Miracle,

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THE REGAN FARM YEARLINGS 


ATCHING the Regan Farm’s Saratoga 

yearlings led out and paraded for inspec- 
tion under the trees in front of the fine old house 
on the Russell Cave pike, near Lexington, one 
day last week, two members of the staff of 
THE BLoop-HoRsE fell into disagreement with 
two stockholders of the Regan Farm, Inc., 
namely Mrs. T. J. Regan and Del Holeman. Both 
Mrs. Regan and Mr. Holeman are expecting to 
receive very low prices for the yearlings, though 
they believe the crop to be one of the best they 
have raised. The estimates they made on the 
prices they are likely to receive were much too 
low, we believe. The market is off, certainly, 
but not so badly off as they have brought them- 
selves to believe. 

Sixteen yearlings went from the Regan Farm 
last Sunday on their way to Saratoga Springs, 
where they will be sold by the Fasig-Tipton 
Company on the night of Thursday, August 20, 
after the sale of the yearlings from Xalapa 
Farm. A dozen of the 16 are the property of 
Regan Farm, Inc., four are owned by Mrs. T. 
J. Regan, and one by J. Howard Lewis. They 
are an even lot, good-looking colts and fillies in 
the best of condition, hard and solid and yet 
polished off to make a fine showing in the sales 
ring. Some of the group appear to have the 
makings of stars. 

The consignors, however, would not be shaken 
from their pessimistic point of view. Mr. Hole- 
man went so far as to wager a hat with the 
editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE that a certain good 
individual among the colts would not bring over 
$700. It is likely that a part of. the pessimism 
is due to the unfortunate experience the mem- 
bers of the corporation had with their sale of 
last year. Six of their 1930 yearlings (colts by 
Bunting—-Vertical, Pennant—*Sis Martin, Upset 
—Polycenca and Transmute—Mission Bells and 
fillies by John P. Grier—Rumple and *Dis Donc 
—Panasain) were knocked down to Charles E. 
Durnell, who was thought to be acting for Grif- 
fin Watkins. After much correspondence and 
discussion, Mr. Watkins, early in the spring of 
this year, declined to make payment for the year- 
lings purchased by Mr. Durnell. Thus it trans- 
pired that the Regan Farm was obliged to take 
the horses back and dispose of them at much 
lower prices, in a market which was lower than 
that which prevailed during the yearling sales of 
last year. Mr. Durnell himself had a consider- 
able loss, since he was not reimbursed for keep- 
ing and breaking the six racers. 


Another factor which may have influenced 
Mrs. Regan and Mr. Holeman toward a pessimistic 
view is the recent withdrawal of the Whitney 
interests from the corporation. Formerly Mrs. 
Regan was president, Major Louie A. Beard, vice 
president, and Frank B. Jones, secretary and 
treasurer of the company. Since the death of 
Harry Payne Whitney a settlement has been 
made which leaves the entire stock in the hands 
of Mrs. Regan, Mr. Holeman and Mrs. Regan’s 
daughter, Constance. Mrs. Regan is now presi- 
dent, Mr. Holeman, vice-president and general 
manager, and Miss Regan secretary and treas- 
urer. In the settlement, the Whitney interests 
took a yearling brown filly by *Swift and Sure 
out of Guess Again, and a yearling chestnut colt 
by Mad Hatter out of Polycenda. These had al- 
ready been catalogued for sale with the other 


Regan Farm offerings, but have now been with- 
drawn. 


Of the quality of the stock they will offer in 
the sales ring this year, Mrs. Regan and Mr. 
Holeman are quite proud, and with good reason. 
If the yearlings sell for no more than the esti- 
mates made by their present owners, it behooves 
bargain hunters to be at the ringside that night, 
for they will assuredly get, their money’s worth 
and more. The following notes on the top colts 
and fillies may be helpful: 

Bay colt (half-brother to the winners Fortu- 
nate Mann and Showery) by Sweep out of 
Panasain (a winner), by Peter Pan out of 
Sainotta (winner and good producer), by *Sain. 
Apparently a high class colt. Slightly under 
average size. Evenly developed, smooth and 
quick, with strong, easy walk. Has especially 
good head and eye. 

Chestnut colt (half-brother to the winners ~ 
Broomoney and Federal Reserve) by Wildair out 
of Money Mart (half-sister to Artful), by *All 
Gold (sire of the dams of Twenty Grand, Spot 
Cash, Nixie, Jolly Roger and other good ones). 
Good even colt, with excellent legs, good head. 

Chestnut colt (half-brother to Clamor and 
brusher) by Transmute out of Petrol (sister to 
the stakes winner Hullabaloo), by Peter Pan out 
of Folderol (good producer), by Burgomaster, 
next dam Jinks (winner, producer, and sister to 
the stakes winners Mesmerist, Spellbound and 
Hatasoo, the latter also a noted producer), by 
*Albert. Mr. Holeman picks this as a standout 
colt. He is extra good. Medium sized, good- 
boned, smart, quick, powerful. Stands with feet 
well under him. 

Bay colt (half-brother to Miss Swarthmore) 
by *Axenstein out of Pink Tea, by *Spanish 
Prince II. Good colt, more quality than most of 
*Axensteins show, above average size, well 
coupled, with good intelligent head. 

Bay colt (brother to Transcendent) by Trans- 
mute out of Queen Sain, by *Sain out of Ora 
Bailey, by Hanover, out of the noted Levity 
family. A hard-muscled, durable sort. Looks as 
if he had speed and would stand much training 
and last long. 

Brown filly (half-sister to the stakes winner 

Sunny Lassie) by *Carlaris out of Scotland Yet 
(winner up to five and good producer), by Friar 
Rock out of La Patrie (stakes winner, producer 
and sister to George Smith, Kentucky Derby win- 
ner), by *Out of Reach. Big, leggy, much like 
Sunny Lassie in conformation, which is enough 
said. 
Bay filly (sister to Mutable) by Transmute 
out of Fiesta (winner up to six), by Rock View. 
Quick, good size, with plenty of length. Can 
outrun everything on the place, says Mr. Hole- 
man. 

Chestnut colt by Transmute out of Vaniva, by 
Ballot. Strong, upstanding, alert colt, with good 
way of going. J. A. E. 


QUITE A COME DOWN. 


“As an instance of what may be called the 
vicissitudes of the sale ring,’’ says Truth (Lon- 
don), “the case of Everglades, a filly by Papyrus 
out of Nice, sent up for sale by Mr. J. A. Dewar, 
may be quoted.

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XALAPA FARM YEARLINGS 


TO BE SOLD AT SARATOGA 


NDER the direction of Manager Ben Buckner 

and under the direct supervision of Edgar 
Blanton, the Xalapa Farm yearlings have been 
well grown and well cared for by a staff of good 
grooms, the majority of them old darkies who 
have been working with horses in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky, since they were boys. 

Shipping time for the Xalapa Farm young- 
sters was last Saturday morning and the writer 
was fortunate enough to be at this wonderful 
place with its 2,700 of well shaded and well- 
equipped acres on Thursday, and to have, in 
company with Messrs. Buckner and Blanton and 
others, a pre-Saratoga inspection of them. They 
are to go into the sales ring Thursday evening, 
August 20, and there are 33 of them—14 colts 
and 19 fillies. 

We found them to be remarkably free from 
blemishes, even the scars one expects to find 
on young Thoroughbreds which have been per- 
mitted to run and play together, for they will 
wrestle with and kick one another in spite of 


anything that might be suggested as a pre- 
ventative. They have, generally speaking, good 
bone, and we saw no contracted feet. They are 
all in condition to go into the hands of trainers. 
Thus they are not beefy in appearance. Just 
right, the writer would say. 

They are all by Xalapa Farm sires, namely 
Eternal, My Play, Prince of Bourbon, Leonardo 
II and Memory Lane. My Play, which died in 
April, 1930, at Coldstream Stud, was owned 
jointly by Coldstream Stud and Xalapa Farm. 
The other four stallions named now are at 
Xalapa Farm. 


STALLIONS REPRESENTED 

Eternal, of course, is well-known as_ the 
shapely brown son of Sweep from Hazel Burke, 
by *Sempronius out of Retained II, by Hanover. 
Eternal won nine races, including the Hopeful 
Stakes and Brooklyn Handicap, and $66,737. He 
was an extremely fast horse and is the sire of 
the stakes winners Nocturnal, Rose Eternal, 
Ariel, No Regrets, Infinity, What’ll I Do and

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numerous winners, including Tempus, winner of 
seven races this year as a 2-year-old. 

Prince of Bourbon, a winner for three seasons, 
is half-brother to A. H. Cosden’s good horse Vito, 
son of *Negofol. Prince of Bourbon is by 
*Prince Palatine (sire of Prince Pal, sire of 
Mate) out of Forever (half-sister to Eternal), by 
Ballot. He is a good-looking robust horse, and 
there is every reason why he should make a sire. 
His first get are running this year as 2-year- 
olds, and he has three winners in Lady Caprice, 
My Prince and Crystal Prince. 

Leonardo II, by Sweep—Ethel Pace, by Trouba- 
dour, is half-brother to the good stakes mare 
Housemaid and to Alfred Noble. He was an ex- 
tremely fast horse and is the sire of numerous 
winners. He has 11 winners out this year. 

Memory Lane, son of *Negofol out of Mileage, 
by *Rock Sand, is own brother to Loved One and 
Folamile, and half-brother to Beautiful Lady, 
dam of Sun Beau. He is also half-brother to 
Sergeant York and Post Haste. His dam is own 
sister to Madcap, dam of Mad Hatter. Thus 
Memory Lane has credentials. He is the picture 
of his sire, *Negofol, in conformation and he 
stamps his get so that they are generally readily 
recognized as of the *Negofol type. With the 
exception of Aunt Lou, his only 2-year-old, the 
Xalapa Farm yearlings are the first of his get. 
There should be stayers among them—the sort 
needed most at this stage of Thoroughbred horse 
production the world over. 


My PLAY’sS LAST FOALS 


My Play’s colts and fillies in this consignment 
will be the last of his get to go to market from 
Xalapa Farm. There were no foals by the good 
brother to Man o’ War this year at the great 
Bourbon County establishment and none at 
Coldstream Stud. The only one in existence is 
the orphan filly out of Clover at William Lee 
Nutter’s Walnut Home Farm, near Lexington. 
Clover, a daughter of Ballot, died when the foal 
was about four months old. My Play has out 
this year 28 winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Plucky Play, Playtime and Listo. 

Let us discuss the Xalapa Farm yearlings by 
groups under their sires, taking those by My 
Play first, because he has just been mentioned. 
There are 11 (three colts and eight fillies) by 
the son of Fair Play—-Mahubah, by *Rock Sand. 

The chestnut colt out of *Book Lore, by 
Chaucer, is one of the best on the place. He is 
blocky, short-coupled, and quite intelligent; a 
big-barreled horse on good, short legs, above the 
best of feet. His dam was a winner in England 
and India, and is the dam of the winner Oleman 
Sunshine. The second dam is Madame Esmond, 
an English stakes winner, by Radium. 

A grand chestnut colt with a good head, plenty 
of size and length with good bone is out of 
Tahiti (dam of Chicatie and Malaita and half- 
sister to the winners Prince Tii Tii, Queenston, 
*Rhadames, *Dendera and *Pandera, winner 
Pimlico Oaks), by Whisk Broom II out of Queen 
Tii, by *Meddler. 

The brown colt out of *Ann Earn, by Bridge 
of Earn, she out of Ancona, by Cicero, is a big 
boned, good colt, but a bit on the leg. His dam 
is a half-sister to the winner Rose Comb and his 
grandam was a half-sister to the English stakes 
winner Silver Heeled. 

The eight fillies by My Play are: bay from 
Killimick (half-sister to Sweepster, Sweet Ver- 
bena, Ultimo and Susie Jane) by *Wrack out of

Oktibbena, by *Rock Sand, plain and of medium 
size; brown from *Captured (dam of Causentus, 
winner of 16 races in England, and of Carbineer, 
also winner in England; and grandam of the 
winners Miss Joan and Seaton Ross), by Earla 
Mor out of Bird i’ th’ Hand (dam of *Pamfleta 
and Four in Hand) by Gallinule, quick, fast and 
smart; chestnut half-sister to Matches Mary, 
Helen Cook, Jack W., Jr., and Madder Music, 
from Helen Marie, by Stalwart out of Variant 
(half-sister to Cap and Bells), by Disguise, good, 
strong and quick; chestnut from Loved One (own 
sister to Memory Lane and Folamile), by *Nego- 
fol out of Mileage (also dam of Sergeant York, 
Post Haste, Mile Play and Beautiful Lady, dam 
of Sun Beau), by *Rock Sand, one of the best 
of her sex at Xalapa this year; bay out of *Way 
of an Eagle (stakes winner of seven races in 
India and half-sister to five winners), by White 
Eagle, blocky, of medium size and very neat; 
chestnut from Lilly B. (dam of Roman Girl and 
grandam of Susan Rhinehart and Roman Blaze), 
by *McGee out of Sanfara (stakes winner and 
dam of Kewessa and of Virginia L., dam of 
Canter, Single Foot, Single Step, Herrick, etc.), 
by *Ingoldsby, clean, sizeable and attractive; 
brown from Rockalou (dam of Dorchester and 
half-sister to Adopted Daughter, Tela and Play- 
well), by Trap Rock, extra good, is big-barreled 
on short legs and stands well under; brown (own 
sister to Vittoria and half-sister to Cenacolo and 
Queen Clara) from *Nysiade, by Faucheur, is 4 
real good one which stands well and displays 
much strength. 

The real stars of the consignment are to be 
found among the five colts by Eternal. The 
best of these and by the same token, very likely 
the best of the entire shipment, is the brown colt 
(three-parts brother to Sweepster), out of Oktib- 
bena (dam of the winners Sweet Verbena, Ultimo 
and Susie Jane and sister to the English stakes 
winner and sire October), by *Rock Sand out of 
Octoroon, by Hastings. Next best is probably 
the brown son of the very fast mare Happy 
Thoughts (dam of Happy Play and half-sister 
to Stonewall), by Sir Martin. This colt is good 
all over and is of the stock horse type. His 
fifth dam is *Cinderella, dam of Peter Pan and 
Von Tromp. 

The bay colt from *Tara II (dam of the win- 
ners Prince Taro and Gallardo) Tarporley out of 
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Mannie Himyar (sister to Domino), by Himyar, 
is highly attractive. He is very level, clean, 
smart, quick and good all over. 

The bay colt from *Worshiper, by Black 
Jester, is a medium-sized youngster, with a good 
head and neck, thin withers, good back on good 
leg and feet. 


The bay colt from Dorothy Perkins (dam of 
Miss Dorothy, Bob’s Best and Otto), by Cesarion, 
is a blocky, well made, quiet fellow. He stands 
well under and is short coupled. 

Two nice fillies by Eternal are out of *Can- 
adian Tetrarchia, by Roi Herode, and *Eaton 
Girl, by Kildare II. *Eaton Girl is dam of the 
winners Etonardo, Eaton Maid, Eaton Damsel, 
Eaton Rock, Wembley and Canton. The first 
mentioned is a grey roan filly, flashy and speedy 
looking and the other ‘seems sure to run. 

Prince of Bourbon is represented by two 
colts and six fillies. The colts are both 
good, really extra good. Both are chestnuts, one 
out of June Flower (unbeaten stakes winner at 
two years old and dam of Play Flower), by Theo. 
Cook out of June Bug, by Burgomaster, and the 
other out of *Rosina II (dam of the winners 
Niantic, Papillon, Rio Grande, Rose, Socia and 
Roseault, in other countries, and Nicodemus, in 
this country), by Sunflower II out of Bobbina 
(dam of One Thousand Guineas winner, Bettina), 
by Desmond. 

The fillies are: bay out of Kimax (winner of 
11 races, dam of Justa Queen and sister to 
Ruby, Stacy Adams and Maxiva), by Golden 
Maxim; chestnut out of Fulminate, by Friar 
Rock; chestnut from *Peggoty (a winner and 
half-sister to Ruth Mayes), by The Vizier; roan 
from *Canadian Herode, by Roi Herode; a chest- 
nut from *Asunactrad (dam of Phaeton and 
Harcum, sister to Fair Ionian and half-sister to 
three winners), by Corcyra, and bay from Mercia 
(dam of Obtain and half-sister to the stakes 
winner Costigan and the winenrs Faith, Light 
Sand and Flittersan), by Sweep. The *Canadian 
Herode filly is flashy and quick, and the one out 
of *Asunactrad is one of the best and has lots 
of quality. 


YEARLINGS BY MEMORY LANE 


Now the get of Memory Lane. There are four 
colts and two fillies by this tall, strong son of 
*Negofol. The chestnut colt from Escobana 
(half-sister to Kestral and Social Tea), by 
Escoba, is a good big one with lots of quality. 
The bay son of Puzzle (winner of 19 races and 
half-sister to the winners Take a Chance, Maria 
Nash, Stiff Shirt and Midnight Follies), by 
Handsel, is a breedy looking youngster of good 
type. The brown colt out of Weno (sister to 
Steady Lady and half-sister to Rugby), by 
Whisk Broom II out of Rosie O’Grady (half- 
sister to Rowes Bud), by Hamburg, is a good one 
and reminds one very much of *Negofol. The 
bay colt from *Spick and Span II (dam of Tidy 
Miss and half-sister to the stakes winners 
Breadcrumb and Point Duty), by Sunstar, is 
big and rugged, plenty of length. The brown 
filly from *Florence (dam of Arno and Florian), 
by Macdonald II, is strong and roomy and one 
of the best of her sex. She doesn’t remind one 
at all of her sire. She has more finish than any 
of the others by Memory Lane. The bay filly 
out of *Tampa (dam of Dubric), by Rabelais, 
also is without much resemblance to her sire. 
She is short coupled and chunky, and has a 


speedy appearance. She resembles her dam 
very much. 

The only one by Leonardo II is the bay colt 
out of Missed the Time (dam of Watch the Time, 
Her Own Time and Guess the Time), by Duke 
of Ormonde. He is a big boned plain fellow with 
remarkably good feet. 

Altogether they are horses that, in proper 
hands, will give good account of themselves on 
the Turf and several of them should prove highly 
valuable in the sphere of reproduction. T. B.C. 


HIMYAR STUD YEARLINGS 


N the name of Himyar Stud, Inc., and Col. 

Phil T. Chinn, with Joseph E. Harting as re- 
ceiver, there have been catalogued for sale un- 
der auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company at 
Saratoga this month 95 yearlings. Two cata- 
logues have been issued, the first embraces 57 
colts to be sold Friday, August 21, and the other 
38 fillies to go under the hammer, Tuesday, Au- 
gust 25. One of the fillies will be missing. The 
bay daughter of *Carlaris from Grey Goose (sis- 
ter to Akbar), by *Huon, fell while romping in 
the pasture last Friday night and broke a leg. 
She was humanely destroyed by Dr. E. W. Hag- 
yard. 


There probably never was so diversified a con- 
signment of yearlings to any sale as is this. The 
57 colts are the sons of 36 stallions. There are 
five by Black Servant, four by Noah, three each 
by High Time, Infinite and Zev, two each by Cru- 
sader, Sweep on, Kai Sang, Black Toney, *Poly- 
melian, *North Star III, Upset and *Happy Argo, 
and one each by *Carlaris, *Pot au Feu, Mad 
Hatter, Cherokee, Stimulus, Wise Counsellor, 
*Stefan the Great, Parth (Eng.), Playfellow, 
Sweep, Supremus, Wildair, *Waygood, Pompey, 
Lucillite, *Brown Prince II, My Play, Sun Flag, 
Bubbling Over, Flying Ebony, *Bright Knight, 
Lee O. Cotner and American Flag. 

Last Saturday morning the writer had an op- 
portunity to make an inspection for THE BLOopD- 
HORSE of 39 of the colts in this consignment and 
during the present week intends to view the fil- 
lies. Twenty-two of the colts are in charge of 
James Forsythe at Colonel Chinn’s home place, 
Old Hickory Farm, and the others are in charge 
of Ben Sinclair at the Himyar Stud Farm on 
the Russell Cave Pike. 


COLTS IN BETTER SHAPE 


The writer’s impression is that the colts he 
saw are in much better condition than were the 
colts of 1930. They are not so fat and beefy as 
were some of the consignment last year. No 
ribs are showing in any of these, but they are 
firm and hardy looking. As has been the case 
at nearly all farms this season, feet and legs 
are better than in several years. There was only 
one colt shown with a splint and one other was 
somewhat boggy, but probably insufficent to 
interfere with training. 

It is difficult to forecast which colt will bring 
the greater amount of money at the Spa. Per- 
haps it will be the brown colt by Crusader out of 
Pen Rose (stakes winner of 27 races and dam of 
the winners War Time, Pen’s Chic and Frances 
J.), by Sweep, she out of Hanrose, by Hanover. 
This is an extra good individual, smooth, dis- 
playing much quality, has never had a pimple on 
him and Mr. Forsythe says has never had any- 
thing the matter with him and has given less 
trouble than any yearling on the place. He is 
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very sensible, is well balanced and has an at- 
tractive walk. 


Perhaps it will be the own brother to Misstep. 
This chestnut son of Upset from St. Theresa, by 
Marathon, is very much like his illustrious broth- 
er which sold at Saratoga for $4,000. Recalling 
the fact that Misstep has won 21 races and $182,- 
390 to the end of 1930 and has been in the stud 
for the season of 1931 and back in training now, 
one wonders if this colt would not prove exceed- 
ingly attractive to many of the discriminating 
buyers at Saratoga. 


Another top colt is the chestnut by Mad Hatter 
out of Silk Stockings (half-sister to Little Am- 
mie, Peter Stalwart and St. Jude), by Upset. He 
hasn’t so good credentials as some of the others, 
but he is exceedingly well made, short-coupled, 
has good action and is sensible. 

The chestnut half-brother to My Eva, Margaret 
Sott, Blue Blood, Athens and Sudan Grass, by 
Stimulus out of *Susie, by Lochryan is one of 
the speediest looking horses that will be shown 
this year. He is very strong, with immense 
quarters, good back, heavy barrel, good head and 
neck and has splendid underpinning. 


INFINITE YOUNGSTERS PROMISING 


Each of the Infinites is good, but the writer 
was impressed rather more by the chestnut son 
of Society Scandal (winner and half-sister to The 
Sachen, Polly Wale, Maggie Maitland and Bear 
Grass), by *Golden Guinea. He is lop-eared, but 
other than that no fault is to be found with him. 
He carries two crosses of Hanover to the two 
crosses of Domino. The bay colt out of *Fla- 
mante, by Flamboyant, is a little bit straight in 
the pasterns, but aside from that he is extra 
good everywhere. Has a splendid head and neck 
and plenty of length. The bay colt out of Vir- 
ginia B., by Friar Rock is a very strong one, good 
everywhere, unless one might object to the de- 
termination indicated by his Roman nose. 

Another top colt is the brown son of Sweep 
On from Lupine (winner of 12 races and half- 
sister to the winners Baboo, Burke’s Boy and 
Eleusagon), by *Archaic. This fellow is not as 
large as a number of the others, but he is very 
neat and clean, with a wonderful conformation. 
One of the best individuals in the consignment 
is the light chestnut colt by Wise Counsellor out 
of Sweet Mary (dam of the winners I. Davis, 
Bud Chariton, Agnes Ayres and Sugar Kiss), by 
Dick Welles. This is a strong, durable, short- 
backed, big-barreled, heavy-quartered horse 
which was raised by the Messrs. Holton at the 
Forks of the Elkhorn and sold by them to Bob 
Frakes, from whom Colonel Chinn got him. As 
is probably well known, many of these yearlings 
were foaled on good, small farms in various parts 
of the Blue Grass region and were assembled at 
Himyar Stud and Old Hickory Farm during the 
winter and spring. This in large measure ac- 
counts for the diversification of the blood lines 
and the selectivity of the individuals. 

The chestnut colt by Supremus out of Auntie 
May, by Uncle, which is to be the first one of- 
fered, is an own sister to the good filly, Mary 
Cobb, a stakes winner, which broke a front leg 
at Thistle Down and was destroyed. Mary Cobb 
was the first foal of Auntie May and this colt 
is a far better individual than was she. He is 


very clean and is considered on the farm to be 
one of the best. Auntie May was a stakes winner 
of 21 races and her dam was the great race mare, 
May Hempstead, by Patron. 

The bay colt by My Play out of Crack o’ Doom, 


by Ultimus, is an own brother to Crack Play, 
three-quarters brother to the stakes winner 
Dreadnaught, and half-brother to the stakes win- 
ner Crack Brigade and the winners Young April 
and Table Talk. He is good all around. 


ZEV’S REPRESENTATIVES 


Of the three colts by Zev, the largest and 
strongest are the bay out of *Cola (dam of five 
winners), by Combourg, and the bay from Whim, 
by Broomstick. The latter is a brother to the 
winner Zahn and half-brother to the winner My 
Purchase. Whim is a sister to the stakes win- 
ner Witchmount and the winner Prometheus. 
Of these two the Whim colt will probably sell 
best because of the fact that he is out of a 
daughter of Broomstick, she out of daughter of 
Peter Pan and she out of daughter of Hamburg, 
but in the writer’s opinion the son of *Cola, whose 
dam was a daughter of Gallinule, as good a 
broodmare sire perhaps as the world ever knew, 
is the better individual. He is a handsome, solid, 
sensible horse. The other Zev colt is the black 
brother to Zeal, half-brother to Chantry, Evening 
Star and Hesper, out of Vesper Hour, by *Star 
Shoot, she out of Sanctuary, by Broomstick and 
the next dam Vespers, by Himyar. He is the 
smallest horse in the consignment, but even so, 
is very attractive. 

If it were not for the suggestion of bog spavins, 
one could rave a lot over the bay or brown colt 
by Crusader out of *Palm Court (winner in Eng- 
land and this country as well), by Black Jester, 
she out of Palm Branch (dam of the winners 
Blue Star, Hazel and Vinitius), by Henry the 
First. He is a highly attractive colt. 

A nice little black horse, with good feet and 
legs, is the half-brother to the winners Fair Vir- 
ginia, Dairy Maid, Overlook, Dimple Dunkie, 
Major Maillon and Donie, by Black Toney out of 
*Dulcinea II, by Yankee. The black colt by 
Black Toney out of Gypsy Gold (dam of Little 
Gyp), by *Polymelian, looks more like *Poly- 
melian than he does like Black Toney. 

The Black Servant colt out of Kitty Williams 
(winner and dam of Tippy Toe), by Granite, is 
a good strong one, while the other brown son of 
Black Servant out of Holly Leaf (dam of Bill 
Lutz), by Upset, is a chunk, but a good one. 

The chestnut colt by Bubbling Over out of 
High Ideal (dam of Poland, Ellen Jane and My 
Sunylan), by High Cloud, is an extra good one 
with plenty of length. He was raised at Char- 
nell Farm, as was also the attractive bay son of 
*North Star III out of I May (dam of High 
Ideal), by The Commoner. He has very straight 
legs and has a good head and neck and is good 
bodily. 

The writer, like other friends of Colonel Chinn, 
is hopeful that he will be able to get the high 
dollar for every colt and filly he is sending to 
market this year. This is one year more than 
any other in his life, probably, that he needs the 
help and co-operation of all yearling buyers.

HERE is a real yearling at J. L. Tarlton’s 

Allendale Farm, near Lexington. He leaves 
August 18 for Saratoga Springs, accompanied by 
five other yearlings which Mr. Tarlton will sell 
in the Fasig-Tipton auction ring on the night of 
Monday, August 24. By Pillory out of Mary 
King, he is a bay colt with three white feet and 
a star and white muzzle, very much the same 
markings as his chestnut sire. Of medium size, 
he is one of the best muscled colts the writer has 
seen in a long time. He has great depth of 
shoulder and middle, with big-boned, solid-look- 
ing legs, and feet that look as if they would stand 
all sorts of wear and tear. He has a good, sen- 
sible head, and, like all the foals of his dam, is 
a good doer. His walk is quick and easy. His 
muscles are hard and firm and evenly developed. 
His whole appearance is that of a race horse of 
evident class. 


Mary King, his dam, now 23 years old, has pro- 
duced seven winners, including the stakes win- 
mers Houston and Lady Hannibal and the good 
colt Folking, but none of the earlier foals, ac- 
coruing to Mr. Tarlton, compares favorably with 
this one. For bloodlines he is well fortified. His 
second dam, Merry Maid, a good producer, was 
by Eolus. The next dam was Mermaid (dam of 
eight winners), by *St. Blaise. It is the very 
successful No. 4 family. Pillory, winner of the 
Preakness and Belmont, Grab Bag and Hudson 
Stakes, brings to the colt a fine combination of 
speed and stamina. 

A representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE saw the 
Allendale youngsters last week. He noted with 
pleasure that the four colts and two fillies are 
haraened by long hours of romping outdoors, not 
fattened by long hours of standing indoors. Mr. 
Tarlton, formerly exclusively a trotting horse 
breeder, has not been engaged in Thoroughbred 
production for more than a few years. It has 
been his custom, up to this year, to sell his stock 
privately, but he found his yearlings this time 
possessed of such qualities that he decided to send 
them to the Saratoga market and give them the 
opportunity they deserve. Besides the Pillory— 
Mary King colt, the others, with notes on their 
appearance, were as follows: 

Brown colt by Bostonian—La Patrie (stakes 
winner, good producer and sister to the Ken- 
tucky Derby winner George Smith), by *Out of 
Reach, next dam *Counsuelo II (dam of 11 win- 
ners), by Bradwardine.

Bay filly by *Waygood—*Epsom May (dam of 
the Debutante Stakes winner Epsomite, Candy 
May and cther good ones), by *Durbar II (whose 
daughters in France are producing high class 
horses with regularity), out of Mayflower, by 
Mordant, next dam the noted mare Running 
Water, by Sir Dixon. A little smaller than aver- 
age, with good shoulder and general make-up. 

Bay or brown filly by *Swift and Sure—Let 
Her Fly, by *Pataud out of Mary King (see 
above). Plain filly, but promising. Long body, 
short back. Much like other descendants of

Swynford, rough, but racy. Let Her Fly’s first 
three foals won, the fourth was injured after 
showing fast trials.

Black colt by Flying Ebony—-Everything (dam 
of the winners Omnia and Moderation), by 
Plaudit out of Chin Chin, by *Voter, fourth dam 
the noted mare *Tarantella. Small, with quality. 
Very quick. Abundant length of rein. J. A. E.

co Farm yearlings, the writer went over to 
Dr. M. W. Williams’ Adelbert Stud and, in com- 
pany with Dr. Williams, his interesting and well- 
informed daughter, Mrs. Clyde Smith, and Rod- 
man Meacham, saw the five yearlings he is send- 
ing to Saratoga for sale on Monday evening, Au- 
gust 17. The first one shown was the bay colt 
(brother to Flyer, mile in 1:36 1-5), by High 
Cloud (Ultimus—Umbria, by Ben Brush) out of 
Lassie, by Knight Errant.. He is a sizeable fel- 
low, about 900 pounds, with black points; very 
intelligent; so conformed as to indicate speed in 
abundance; clean, straight legs; good bone; good 
shoulders and back, and narrow quarters, which 
are a trait of his family, we were informed by 
Mrs. Smith. 

Lassie was a winner and is the dam of 11 win- 
ners of, collectively, more than $100,000, they 
are Flyer, All Over (28 wins including Tijuana 
Cup), Bourbon Lad, Duke John, Marjorie M., 
Little Ann, Dodona, Massey, Mons Meg, Voteress 
and Bourbon Lass. Duke John won 12 races and 
was a good handicap horse. Marjorie M. is the 
dam of three winners. Little Ann, fast enough 
to hold the Aurora track record at one mile and 
three-sixteenths in 1925 and 1926, is the dam of 
Reveille Boy, winner of the American Derby in 
1930. Mons Meg won 14 races. Voteress won 
her first start as a 2-year-old, five furlongs in 
1:00 2-5. Bourbon Lass is the dam of the splen- 
did stakes winner and sire, Chilhowee (15 wins 
and nearly $100,000), Mary Jane (10 wins, in- 
cluding stakes), Menifee (also sire), and Glynn, 
13 wins and dam of stakes winner Plumage. 

The blood of Lassie’s sire, Knight Errant, is 
exceedingly rare and it has produced in Roamer 
one of the greatest horses in the world. Her dam, 
Amaranth, by Sir Dixon, was the dam of five 
winners, and was out of Kentucky Belle II (dam 
of 10 winners, including the stakes winners Six 
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Bay colt by High Cloud—Lassie. 


Shooter and Kentucky Beau and the sire Bour- 
bon Beau), by Hindoo. Kentucky Belle II was 
sister to Hanover. How John Lowe would like 
to train this Lassie colt! The otherfourare: Bay 
colt by “Spanish Prince II—Belle Isle, winning 
daughter of *Bezant from Good Shot, a winning 
daughter of Martimas. This is a flop-earned 
fellow with plenty of size and good bone. Looks 
as if he would make good over the jumps if not 
on the flat. 

Bay filly (half-sister to Expiate), by *Spanish 
Prince II—Atonement, winning daughter of Bal- 
lot from Penance (winner and dam of five win- 
ners), by “Sain. She is a nice one and will race. 

Chestnut colt by St. Henry—Falconette (sister 
to the good producer Persephone), by Zeus from 
Hawklet (dam of the winner Heroine and an- 
other producer, Gloucester), by *Hawkswick, she 
out of Modish (sister to West Baden), by Han- 
over. This one is quick and racy looking. 

Bay filly (half-sister to Border Chief) by St. 
Henry—Santana (also dam of the producer Pop- 
py Princess), by *The Curragh out of the good 
winner Adriutha (dam of Granite, Shawnee, 
Pavia, Brumley and Sevillian and Charybdis, 
dam of five winners), by Clifford. She is a neat 
one and has good credentials. Her fourth dam 
was the great race mare Aranza, by *Bonnie 
Scotland. 

Dr. Williams is one of the veterans in the 
ranks of the Thoroughbred horse breeders of 
America and he deserves to have a good sale, 
even if the times are hard.

DEATH OF “CHICAGO” O’BRIEN 


HOMAS W. O’BRIEN insisted on going to 

Saratoga as usual this year, although his 
doctor had said he ought not to go to the races. 
He was too ill to attend the first day and had 
the result of each race telephoned to him, at his 
Saratoga home. Irene’s Bob, which he had se- 
lected, won the Flash Stakes and Mr. O’Brien 
promptly telegraphed his congratulations to his 
friend, James E. Gaffney. The next morning, 
Friday, August 7, at 8:45 o’clock, he died and 
one of the semi-legendary figures of the Amer- 
ican Turf passed on. 

On a stool in a Chicago restaurant where he 
and his fellow bricklayers used to have lunch, 
“Chicago” O’Brien first became interested in 
picking winners. Tales told by the workmen 
lured him to the races at Roby, Ind. He went 
on a Saturday and watched, went back another 
Saturday and made ‘mental bets,” went back 
another Saturday and made actual bets, and 
cashed all of them. He became so successful at 
betting that he gave up his trade. Wall Street 
helped his advance to wealth. His reputation was 
that of a plunger who would wager any amount 
to win at short odds. Among the stories about 
his plunging: That he bet $100,000 on Man 0’ 
War at 1 to 100 the day the super-hourse beat 
Yellow Hand at Jamaica. That he lost $132,000 
on Chance Shot at 1 to 12 the day Herodian beat 
Chance Shot. That he bet $100,000 on Man o’ 
War in his match race against Sir Barton. 

Best of the few horses that the plunger owned 
was Pluvious, winner of the Louisiana Derby, 
later retired to the stud by his owner. The sur- 
vivors in Mr. O’Brien’s immediate family are his 
widow and two daughters. The fortune he left 
was mostly gathered at the race tracks. His grey 
hair and pleasant smile added to his reputation 
for fairness and his exceptional success in mak- 
ing him one of the best known and best liked 
men on the American Turf. 


ARLINGTON AFTERMATH. 


This was written to THE BLOOD-HORSE by a 
keen observer who knows horses, horse racing 
and racing people, and who spent every day of 
the meeting at Arlington Park and now is at 
Saratoga to be there every day until the close: 

“The meeting was an unqualified success, with 
the attendance increasing daily. The last week 
topped the same period in 1930. Of course, the 
volume of betting was not as great, but it fur- 
nished proof that everybody here is not broke. 
The executives have decided unanimously to 
continue the policy which has attracted such 
splendid support. 

“On Saturday it rained just enough to spoil the 
footing for Mike Hall, but by saying this I do 
not wish to be understood as taking anything 
from Sun Beau. He is a very great horse this 
year. It was wrong to supplant Schuttinger, 
who had the horse in real form when he turned 
him over to Whyte. 

“Everybody here is asking: ‘What did Coltiletti 
do to Sun Beau at Agua Caliente?’ There is one 
racing plant that deserves oblivion. 

“The Nash Brothers have a real good colt in 
Burning Blaze. Might be the best of his year. 
First out, ran two seconds better than any other 
race run the same day and distance. Next out, 
won with interference. Is speedy and dead game. 
Garner might have won with Morfair if he had 
not gone to the whip.”

Saratoga’s 27 days of racing began the next 
day. The opening day crowd was good, but the 
regulars had no trouble remembering bigger 
ones. The first Saturday of the meeting, how- 
ever, brought out an excellent crowd to see the 
Flash Stakes and Saratoga Handicap decided. The 
prospects are promising. The Empire City meet- 
ing is currently reported to be the first New 
York session of the year to show a profit. The 
last stakes race at that meeting was the Melrose 
Claiming Stakes, won by the veteran Sun Mis- 
sion. The first day at Saratoga saw Irene’s Bob 
win the Flash Stakes, St. Brideaux score in the 
Saratoga Handicap and Magnifico run seven fur- 
longs in 1:24 to win an allowance race. The 
track appears to be faster this year than for 
several seasons. Friday, the second day, Buckup 
won the Test Stakes over several good fillies. 
Saturday, three stakes were run, Morfair taking 
the United States Hotel Stakes, Blind Bowboy 
the Wilson Stakes, and *Cawvoge the Shillelah 
Steeplechase. The Alabama will be run Friday 
of this week. Saturday will be marked by the 
Saratoga Special, Whitney Stakes and North 
American Steeplechase. 


ST. BRIDEAUX DEFEATS ELDERS. 

The Greentree Stable’s leggy 3-year-old St. 
Brideaux (109) caught J. A. Best’s Reveille Boy 
(111) in the stretch and beat him a length and 
a half for first money in the twenty-ninth run- 
ning of the Saratoga Handicap (5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, one and one-quarter miles).

DADE PARK TO OPEN SATURDAY. 
HE eighth meeting at Dade Park is to open 
Saturday of this week for 20 days, closing 
Monday, September 7, which is Labor Day. Dade 
Park is owned by the Dade Park Jockey Club, of 
which James C. Ellis, of Owensboro, Ky., is the 
president and principal stockholder. Dade Park, 
while in the environs of Evansville, Ind., is on 
Kentucky soil. It is on land that has been 
separated from Kentucky mainland by a change 
in the course of the Ohio River, and it goes as a 
part of Henderson County. After Dade Park 
will come the Latonia Jockey Club’s meeting of 
25 days, opening October 3 and closing Octo- 
ber 31. Then will come the Orphans’ Day racing 
at Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, on Armistice Day, 
November 11. That will be all of the racing in 
Kentucky this autumn, unless there should be 
an extension of the meeting at Latonia, which 
depends on the patronage during the 25 days. 
The Dade Park officials are the same as for 
several meetings past. THE BLOOD-HORSE hears 
that the stalls are filled with better horses this 
year than have made the racing there in the

past. T. C. Bradley, J. J. Graddy and Brownell 
Berryman, all of Lexington, are the stewards, 
The placing judges are N. H. McClelland and 
Messrs. Berryman and Graddy.

J. B. McClung has charge of the 
pari-mutuels and John B. McLaughlin is super- 
visor of the betting, by appointment of the State 
Racing Commission. 


BUCK WEAVER MAKES ANSWER. 

Taking notice of the communcation of ‘Horse- 
man” to THE BLOOD-HORSE, Buck Weaver, who 
writes a column for The Louisville Times under 
the caption, “Stalling Along,” says: ‘Recently 
noted where a ‘hostile’ horseman charged it was 
impossible to obtain stalls at either Washington 
Park or Lincoln Fields without signing an agree- 
ment to campaign at Latonia, whose summer 
meeting is concurrent with Arlington Park's. 
Whether or not it has been the policy of A. T. A.’ 
to use such tactics to protect its Kentucky tracks, 
Stalling Along cannot say, but the allegation 
evidently is exaggerated. Quite a number of 
contradictory incidents could be cited. Last year 
the entire stable of Theodore Mueller, member 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
passed up Latonia for a campaign at Arlington. 
And again in the fall Sewell Combs, another 
member of the commission, gave Churchill Downs 
the run around, preferring to remain at Haw- 
thorne. This year quite a number of Kentucky 
units remained at Arlington, including those of 
Hal Price Headley, Oakland Farm, E. F. Prich- 
ard, C. C. Van Meter, W. E. Hupp, Johnny Ward 
and others.

WHO CAN SUPPLY HIM? 


G. A. Rogers, Claremore, Okla., wants two or 
three horses that are capable of running a mile 
and one-sixteenth in as good or better than 
1:47 3-5 over a five furlongs “bullring,” in $500 
or $600 claiming races for purses of $400.

PLUCKY PLAY BEATS SUN BEAU. 


When the Northway Stable’s (Norman W. 
Church’s) Plucky Play won the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap, mile and an eighth, at Arlington Park, 
he carried 105 pounds. July 18, with 110 pounds, 
he was fourth to Sun Beau with 125. When he 
ran third to Sun Beau in the Arlington Handicap 
he carried 109 pounds to Sun Beau’s 128. In 
the fifth running of the Hawthorne Handicap 
($25,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one and one- 
eighth miles) at Hawthorne last Saturday, 
August 8, Plucky Play’s Weight was 106 pounds, 
Sun Beau’s 131. The extra difference reversed 
the decision and Plucky Play led Sun Beau to 
the finish by two lengths. C. Phillips kept Sun 
Beau under restraint for five-eighths, then gave 
him a hard run as the field neared the second 
turn, and sent him into a good lead which at 
one time amounted to two lengths.

Their line would be made with the understand- 
ing that Sun Beau, Mate and Twenty Grand 
would be certain starters, and, as the play would 
be confined to those three horses, offer of the 
customary 25 per cent book would be in order. 

To make it easier for the layers, I will venture 
the sporting gesture and permit them to couple 
Sun Beau and Mate in the betting, the same as if 
they were an entry. 

And now, what price, Mr. Layer, previous to 
August 22, on Twenty Grand? 

I expect to spend some time at Saratoga from 
August 15, and will be ready to accommodate 
those who care to quote prices on Sun Beau, 
which has recently reached the peak of his form, 
and on the Mate, which has recently defeated the 
horse I hold can give them both weight and a 
sound beating in the Jockey Club Gold Cup 
event, if Kurtsinger does the riding.

“This 
establishment,” he says, “is, as you know, the 
property of Messrs. Brann and Castle, retired 
business men.

The farm originally 
was devoted to the production of Percheron 
horses, but it hasn’t had a horse on it in 12 
years; all cattle during that time. The land, 150 
acres, is all good and rolling.

The farm is 
well watered by a creek, running into a two- 
acre lake, and by three springs, which supplied 
the entire valley last summer. There is also city 
water piped into every building and paddock. 
There certainly should never be a water shortage 
there. There are four cracking good barns on 
the farm and they are now being remodelled. 

“The horse population of the farm at present 
is *Challenger, seven mares, four foals and 
three yearlings. *Challenger shows his training, 
but when he furnishes will be a grand looker. He 
is bred right, and though he didn’t win over 
here, can run like nobody’s business. Mated 
right, he certainly should be a success. Swyn- 
ford’s sons in England and Ireland are doing 
well. *Challenger has the best hocks and hind 
legs of any horse I have seen brought over in 
my time. 

“This newest Maryland stud seems to be 
founded on a solid base. More mares will be 
acquired later on, though I am told the plans 
are a bit indefinite as yet. I’m sending you these 
facts so people will know we are still trying here 
in Maryland.”

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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 

WISH to report that with the kind coopera- 

tion of Clem McCarthy, of The Morning Tele- 
graph (New York), and Buck Weaver, of The 
Louisville Times, this symposium trick has grown 
apace since you last saw it. Friend Clem, the 
wizard broadcaster of racing events, has fared 
forth to the Empire track with his notebook and 
is back with figures and opinions galore, all 
gleaned from experts on such matters as which 
can beat which in a horse race. Indeed, Clem, 
himself an authority, has favored us with a book 
on the affair. 

Here are presented the odds Mr. McCarthy 
would lay against the various entrants: Man o’ 
War, 6 to 5; Twenty Grand, 8 to 1; Crusader, 10 
to 1; Sarazen, 10 to 1; Exterminator, 12 to 1; 
Grey Lag, 12 to 1; *Sun Briar, 25 to 1; Roamer, 
30 to 1; Old Rosebud, 30 to 1; Bubbling Over, 40 
to 1; John P. Grier, 100 to 1; Sun Beau, 100 to 1; 
Boniface, 100 to 1. Those are the odds, rather, 
those were the odds, Clem would lay. But the 
horse-wise men of the East all liked Man o’ War, 
and none of them called for anything else at the 
odds quoted, so Clem, thinking also that “Big 
Red” would get down there in front, has a new 
book: Man o’ War, 1 to 2; Sarazen, 8 to 1; 
Twenty Grand, 12 to 1; Grey Lag and Crusader, 
20 to 1; Exterminator and Roamer, 30 to 1; 
*Sun Briar and Old Rosebud, 50 to 1; Bubbling 
Over, 60 to 1; John P. Grier, Boniface and Sun 
Beau, 200 to 1. 

Ben Silverman and Doc Cassidy thought Clem’s 
original cuotation on Crusader correct. Neil 
Newman and Frank Shannon thought 6 for 5, 
Man o’ War, about right. Not so, “Dancer” 
Hyams and Tom Shaw; 1 to 2 would be about 
all they would care to lay against the Riddle 
horse. Col. E. R. Bradley wires in that he would 
like some of that 40 to 1 Bubbling Over. The 
odds against Bubbling Over immediately soared 
to 60 in Clem’s book and the mike artist laid the 
good Colonel's bet off with Tom Shaw at 100 to 
1. Buck Weaver wants some of Clem’s 12 to 1 
Exterminator; Clem gave him 30. Shaw looks 
at that 10 to 1 Crusader and observes to Clem 
that 40 would be short; Clem makes it 20. Ben 
Silverman will give you 50 to 1 if Twenty Grand 
wins the heat. 

Tom Shaw says 100 to 1 *Sun Briar is too 
short, doesn’t fancy the Kilmerite could get the 
mile and one-quarter in such company and fin- 
ish within the first six. Incidentally, the Swamp 
Root man, Willis Sharpe Kilmer, has three rep- 
resentatives in this field. Most everybody, Clem 
tells us, imagines Sarazen would be one of those 
fighting out the finish. His own opinion is that 
at three years of age, “Man o’ War could have 
taken any horse that ever raced in America and 
galloped him groggy -at any distance.” 

The above comment was picked from Clem’s 
column in The Morning Telegraph, entitied, 
“Clem’s Daily Dozen.” And now we come to our 
latest book, Tom Kearney’s. The man from St. 
Louis makes Man o’ War favorite-—just a min- 
ute now, one at a time, please-—at 3 to 1. Bub- 
bling Over is next at 4 to 1. (Where’s that Tom 
Shaw with his 109 for 1? I'll just take some of 
that!) Twenty Grand is 6 to 1; Exterminator, 
Sun Beau and Crusader are 10 to 1; Grey Lag and 
Sarazen 12 to 1; *Sun Briar, Boniface, John P. 
Grier, Roamer and Old Rosebud are 20 to 1 each. 

In order to prevent this thing’s resolving itself 
into an altercation, I suppose it will be necessary 
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for me to issue apologies for the omission of 
certain pet 3-year-olds some of the lads would 
have named. But to be frank, the only colts I 
have wished had been included are Mate and 
Gallant Fox. Am a bit curious to know how 
they would have fared in the books on this hy- 
pothetical race. 

Well, voys, they’re in the paddock. We've got 
half a dozen books on now and the promise of 
more. What do you like? Hand it up! And you, 
and you. 


LL eyes now are turned toward the Spa. Racing 

folk everywhere are becoming anxious about 
our juvenile division. Doesn’t look as if they’ve 
started the more promising to ‘this writing, but 
we may expect whatever good colts and fillies 
are in hiding to be uncovered any day now. The 
Post and Paddock, closing day at Arlington, and 
the Flash, opening day at Saratoga, generally 
attract good fields, representative of the pick oft 
the country, but it is hard to imagine any of the 
colts which paraded for either of these events 
this season a champion. They keep beating one 
another right along. 

The Flash winner, [rene’s Bob, is one of the 
best that has appeared to date. Is a grandson 
of Heno in tail male. Heno was one of the great 
horses of his day. I remember seeing a photo- 
graph just the other day of the interior of the 
palatial horse car in which he travelled. Irene’s 
Bob is in the master hands of J. W. Healy. 

Perhaps the best prospect of the youngsters 
which lined up for the Post and Paddock Stakes 
was the Three D’s Stable’s Liberty Limited. He 
looks and acts like the sort of colt that might 
develop into a real crack. His stablemate, Texas 
Knight, I liked better while they were at Louis- 
ville last spring, but this powerful brown fellow 
has not come through so handsomely. He looks 
more like his illustrious sire than Liberty Lim- 
ited, which closely resembles Gallant Fox. 

That fast work, three-quarters in 1:11 2-5, 
might have had much to do with the subsequent 
defeat in the Post and Paddock of Morfair. 
Judging from his conformation and action, he 
prohably will, as did his brother, Morstone, find 
the finish too far from the head of the stretch 
in races taxing the stamina as well as the speed. 

Top Flight still appears the best 2-year-old of 
either sex shown to date this season. Horsemen 
who have seen her in action are loud in their 
praise for her and some are of the opinion that 
she is a standout. It would be a departure from 
the customary turn of things if she developed 
into the best of the year. If there are no better 
colts yet to be started than have already made 
their debuts, then I would say there is a strong 
possibility of the *Dis Done filly’s doing just 
that. Very probably we will have a far better 
line on who's who among the 2-year-olds by the 
closing date of the Saratoga session. 


HE fans have been hoping that Mate and 

Twenty Grand might meet Sun Beau and Ques- 
tionnaire in the Saratoga Cup, but this is spiked 
in its tracks if the press report that Owner A. C. 
Bostwick has decided to await the running of the 
Gold Cup, in October, before pitting his crack 
colt against older horses, is true. It now ap- 
pears rather doubtful thst another meeting be- 
tween Mate and Twenty Grand is forthcoming at 
Saratoga. Meanwhile the arguments anent the 
relative abilities of Mate and Twenty Grand will 
continue to rage. As matters now stand, the 
Twenty Grand adherents are at a decided disad- 
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vantage to substantiate their claims, for no mat- 
ter by what measure you compare them, the son 
of Prince Pal has the upper hand. He has won the 
most money and has met Twenty Grand five 
times and conquered three. The Greentree colt’s 
many staunch friends are having their difficulties 
“iffing’’ their favorite around those facts. 

Don’t know that the connections of Twenty 
Grand would countenance all the numerous alibis 
that are being proffered as excuses for the de- 
feat of their colt in the Classic. Nobody likes an 
“excuse horse,’’ but Twenty Grand, denied the 
benefit of the doubts in the dozens of assorted 
excuses made for him, will have to be content 
with second place in the race for the 3-year-old 
title, for the time being at least. And the idea 
is beginning to take root in this scribbler’s head 
that Twenty Grand is going to have to be satis- 
fied to remain in second position so long as Mate 
disputes issues with him. 

Mate, when he has finished with his work on 
the tracks. should by all the signs prove a mighty 
good sire. His breeding is beyond the cavil of 
even those overly captious and narrow English 
critics. Mate’s even disposition is a source of 
pleasure to his connections and his conformation 
a delight to the eye of any keen and competent 
connoisseur. Am going to be very much inter- 
ested in his degree of success as a progenitor. 

By a coincidence, the writer had just finished 
setting forth his opinion the other day that 
most of Mate’s excellence is due to the influence 
of his sire, only to have brought to his atten- 
tion the words of two scribes, one in The Racing 
Life (Chicago and the other in The New York 
Press, exhibiting slight regard for the sire. The 
New York Press’ correspondent, in a dissertation 
on Mate’s breeding, totally ignores the sire, while 
the editor of The Racing Life adorns his story 
with the heading, “Mate owes his points of ex- 
cellence to his dam.” This is merely proof positive 
to my mind that neither is familiar with the get 
of Prince Pal, else they would know that Mate 
is very typical of the type of horse he is siring. 

But before Mate is retired to the stud, I'd 
like to see him sent over to England in an at- 
tempt to accomplish what Reigh Count and Mike 
Hall failed in. What a lot of added prestige the 
Bostwick color-bearer would acquire if he were 
to meet and defeat the best on this side in the 
Gold Cup, then go to England to win the Ascot 
Gold Cup next season, in which he would be op- 
posed by the best the English, French and Irish 
have to offer.

a stakes winner in Brazil. Then, too, he was 
own brother to the splendid *Brown Prince II. 
We say was, because he is dead, but we did not 
know until this visit to Hopkinsville that he was 
destroyed there last winter. 

Grandess is the dam of the winners Bridgette, 
Gupton (up to seven), Margarette Martin, Bitsy 
Bee and S.ady O'Neil. This is Grandess’ ninth 
filly foal. Grandess is out of Magnificence (sis- 
ter to Mag Thorpe, dam of the winner, Record), 
by *Woolsthorpe, well remembered as one of the 
stallions in line at the late Col. Milton Young’s 
McGrathiana Stud, and sire of many winners, as 
well as the dam of numerous winners including 
Leochares, Nedna, Debadou, Marjorie Hynes, 
Enver Bey, Marion Goosby, Bromo, Actuary, etc. 
Here it is well to mention that Star, grandam 
of the unbeaten Hurry On, one of the leading 
sires in England, was half-sister to *Wools- 
thorpe’s dam, Light of Other Days. 

The next dam was the producer Magnificent 
II, by Macduff, stakes’ winner and sire, especially 
of the great race mare Cleophus. Jersey Belle, 
grandam of Macduff, was own sister to Spend- 
thrift, sire of Hastings, sire of Fair Play, sire of 
Man o’ War, and she also was own sister to Fel- 
lowcraft, sire of Hamburg’s dam. The next dam 
was Extra, a good producer, by Duke of Mont- 
rose, another of the McGrathiana sires. The fifth 
dam was the stakes winner and producer, Lizzie 
S. (by Wanderer), own sister to De Soto and 
Redstone and half-sister to Ballard and Kalitan. 
It is the Levity family. 

This writer, who also inspected the two pre- 
vious crops at Sominco Farms, thinks this is the 
best yearling Thoroughbred he has yet seen 
there, not forgetting Sir Johren, and he was glad 
to hear Mr. Meacham say that he knows this 
filly is the best one he has ever bred. Somebody 
who is looking for a good mare for the breeding 
paddock after racing days should buy this filly 
and pay plenty for her. She’s worth it. 

Now about the other 11 head in the consign- 
ment. Four are by *Hourless. The writer’s 
fancy runs first to the brown son of Carrie 
Orme (winner of 18 races; sister to Nancy Orme, 
and half-sister to Harvest King, stakes winner 
of 24 races), by *Monsieur de l’Orme from the 
winner Mum (also dam of five other winners), 
by Freemason. He belongs to Colin’s family, also 
that of Caiman, Spion Kop, Gallinule, McKinley, 
etc. He impresses one with his resemblance to 
“Hourless in several respects. He has a good 
head, fine eye, is very stoutly made, with good 
bone, good feet and legs, proper pasterns, good 
shoulder, withers, back and quarters. 

The brother to Billy Champ is a late foal (May 
29), but for all of that has size and is attractive. 
He is brown, with a narrow blaze and white on 
each of his feet. He has good eyes and displays 
intelligence. His feet and legs are first class. 
In fact each of the 12 in the consignment has 
gvod feet and none of them are light boned. 
Only one splint was observed on the entire dozen 
and it was where it probably will not give trouble. 
On another there was an enlargement (not a bog 
spavin) before the hock joint of the off hind leg. 
It was there when the foal came and Mr. Martin, 
the superintendent of the horse department, says 
it has never bothered the colt in the least: Aside 
{rom a few scars, such as yearlings have when 
they are permitted to run together, as they should

Lady Champ, the dam of the colt under dis- 
cussion when digression was made, won three 
seasons and her successes included a mile in 
1:38 4-5. She is by Ivan the Terrible and is a 
sister to the stakes winner, Euclid (19 wins), 
out of the good race mare and producer, Mrs. 
Sewall, by *Masetto. 

The other two by *Hourless are fillies. The 
bay daughter of Corilla, by Ballot, is bred simi- 
larly to Vito, Espino and Bois de Rose and looks 
the making of a good racer. She is intelligent, 
quick and one of the best in the consignment. 

Jim, the steady, careful, happy black man who 
looks after the yearling fillies, says she is one 
of the fastest he has seen in the paddock since 
he has been helping to raise race horses, “but,” 
he added, “you musn’t get the notion, boss, dat 
I is tryin’ to tell you Cat his filly’s as good as 
de “Ambassador filly. Dey aint a yearling like 
her ever been raised at dis farm, nor few other 
farms in dis land. She’s everybody’s pick dat 
comes here, and when she git to Saratoga de 
white folks sho’ gwine be after her, or Jim’s 
gwine to know dat ole man depressum done pick 
a lot o’ pockets.” 

Corilla was a winner and is the dam of the 
winners Jerico and Jamie. She also is half-sister 
to the winners Happy Valley, Brush All and C. T. 
Worthington, their dam having been Top All, by 
*Top Gallant. 

The other daughter of *Hourless (marked like 
him), is a half-sister to the stakes winner Willie 
K., they being out of *Rogue, by Roquelaure, a 
stakes winner, sire and half-brother to *Rock 
Sand, his sire having been Ladas. This filly is 
brown or black and came in May, but she is 
well-made, has a nice way about her, and can 
run. 

Of the other seven, the writer’s choice is the 
brown colt by My Play out of Star Stone, by 
Pebbles. This fellow is a strong horse, higher 
behind than in front and will do for a lot of hard 
racing. His sire, of course, was brother to Man 
o’ War, was himself a stakes winner and sire 
of stakes winners. Star Stone is half-sister to 
the stakes winners Stormy Dawn and Star 0’ 
Morn, and to the winners Awake and Light o’ 
Dawn. The next dam, Dawn Star, by *Star 
Shoot, was half-sister to the good mare Louise 
Travers. This colt has in combination the blood 
of Fair Play, *Rock Sand, Ben Brush, *Star 
Shoot, Hanover and Domino. That ought to be 
insurance back of his individuality. Plucky Play 
and Playtime are by My Play out of mares of 
the Ben Brush line. 

There are two by St. Henry. The bay or 
brown colt out of Thora Belle (half-sister to 
Dorius, Merlin, Madrid, France Tireur, Doric and 
Franchette), by *Rouleau, by Tracery, is a big- 
barreled fellow on short legs, displays much de- 
termination, is quick, weighs about 850 pounds, 
and leaves the impression that he would make a 
star mount for some polo player. This, however, 
is not said to convey the idea that the writer 
does not think he will do for racing. His second 
dam was Latifa, by Hamburg, and the next was 
the famous Yorkville Belle, the best mare of her 
day. 

The other St. Henry is a bay or brown colt out 
of Rounella, also a daughter of *Rouleau, from 
Thonella (sister to Fast Mack), by Marathon, 
one of whose daughters is the dam of Misstep. 
The third dam of this colt was the good winner 
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Delia Mack (by The Commoner) dam of the 
Canadian Derby winner Dellahm (winner of 27 
races) and four other frequent winners as well 
as being sister to four winners, including Ed 
Roche, 13 wins. This is a blocky colt, such as 
one might call a nice chunk, and at the farm 
they consider him much better than was his 
brother, Capiain T., now two, at the same age. 

Two of the youngsters are out of half-sisters 
to the filly by *Ambassador IV- Grandess. One 
is a bay filly by *Pot au Feu from Margarette 
Martin (a winner), by *Bezant, and the other is 
a bay colt by *Spanish Prince II out of Bitsy 
Bee, winning own sister to Margarette Martin. 
The filly is a well-made, solid individual, worthy 
enough looking, but may be a bit slow coming to 
hand. The colt is a chunky May foal, and looks 
as if he might make a useful horse. 

The chestnut colt by *Polymelian, out of Chif- 
fon, by Harmonicon, is a brother to the winners 
Needle Point and Polyfin and half-brother to 
Petit Point. His second dam is *Lacework (win- 
ner in fast time and dam of the winners Kit 
Carson and Stitches), by Tracery. *Lacework 
is half-sister to Tetrameter, a good horse in Eng- 
land. If it was not for that enlargement on the 
inside of the off hind leg at the hock, this colt 
could be depended upon to bring a lot of money. 
He is big-boned and strong, with a good head, 
neck and shoulders, and plenty of bone with 
good feet. 

The flashiest colt is by *Carlaris out of Ar- 
tistic, a young daughter of Dick Finnell from the 
stakes winner, Gold Mine (Dam of Sir Sidney, 
Lucky Hit, Rara Avis and Flood Control), by 
*Woolsthorpe. He is a good one; well-made and 
quick. He should be one to go to the races with 
early in the coming year. 

The mares and foals at Sominco look well, as 
does also the stallion Blondin, which is under 
lease from the C. V. Whitney Farm. Mr. Meach- 
am has an interest in *Hourless, as does also B. 
B. Jones, with the Tennessee Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. The son of *Negofol continues to stand at 
Brentwood Hall, near Nashville. 


EASTER HERO REPLACED. 

Easter Hero, soon to arrive in America to be- 
come a hack horse for Mrs. John Hay Whitney, 
has been replaced in Ireland by Mr. Whitney. 
By authorization of the young millionaire, his 
trainer, Jack Anthony, recently purchased the 5- 
year-old gelding, Old Bachelor, by Bachelor's Jap 
out of Donor’s Green, by Devolution. Trainer 
Anthony, after seeing Old Bachelor perform, was 
sure that he was worthy to assume the place 
formerly held by Easter Hero in the English 
string of jumpers maintained by his employer. 
Old Bachelor, reserved without racing until last 
season, started four times on the flat in 1930, 
finishing second twice. This year he won his only 
start on the flat and has won four jumping races. 


LUCKY PURCHASES. 

“Rarely,” says The Evening News (London), 
“does the opportunity present itself of buying 
ready-made winners of an important handicap not 
long before the race. 

“No man ever had more good luck in this re- 
spect than Mr. S. B. Joel, for he bought Polymelus 
at the Newmarket First October sales and won 
the Duke of York Stakes within a week with him 
and the Cambridgeshire three weeks later. 

“Further Polymelus became the greatest sire of 
his time, and brought in a fortune in stud fees. 

“The late Sir James Miller bought Sainfoin 


some little time before he won the Derby, an al- 
most unique case of buying a Derby winner in 
the year in which he won. 

“Captain Stanley Wilson bought Knight (rror 
just before last Christmas and won the Lincoln- 
shire with him.” 


CALLS THEM BAD HORSES. 

Commenting upon the vendue of horses in 
training at the Second July Sales at Newmarket, 
The -Daily Telegraph (London) says: “The 
wretched prices made by many of the horses in 
training at the sales this morning shows what a 
lot of bad horses were owned by the late Mr. §, 
B. Joel, even allowing for the current market 
depression. Still, I think Fleeting Memory was 
cheap at 1,200 guineas, when bought by the 
jockey, Michael Beary, on behalf of Prince Aly 
Khan, son of H. H. the Aga Khan, for this horse 
must have 1 chance of winning the Stewards’ 
Cup. He will be trained by John Beary.” 


ENTERS TWO, LOSES PURSE. 

Thistle Down stewards ruled recently that 
Purlie, winner of the third race July 25, was not 
to be credited with first money. The rules of 
the Illinois Turf Association, which govern Thistle 
Down racing, provide that two horses can not be 
entered or started in a claiming race in the same 
interest or in the hands of the same _ trainer. 
J. L. Burtschell handles both Highland Fling and 
Purlie. He was absent when the entries were 
made. His agent entered one of the horses and 
his foreman named the other. The pay-off was 
not affected by the stewards’ decision, but the 
first money was awarded to Norse, which finished 
second.
